The general impression prevailed 
that the trip had cemented to a mar- 
velous degree the good feeling be- 
tween north and south and had brought 
into prominence the excellent condi- 
tion and capabilities of the army. 

The origina] object of the visit to cele- 
brate the peace with Spain lost its signifi- 
cance directly after the president’s memor- 
able utterances regarding the care of the 
confederate dead. 

Secretary Alger expressed himself as 
highly pleased with the reception accorded 
the presidential party at every point in the 
south and said what particularly impressed 
him was the absolute sincerity of the peo- 
ple in their welcome of the president; it 
was honest, straightforward and such as 
might come only from a loyal, loving kins- 
man. 

The secretary lost no opportunity during 
the trip to look into the conditions among 
the United States troops quartered in the 
southern towns and cities along the line of 
route. Generally speaking, he found these 
conditions admirable and the men in splen- 
did condition. He was particularly gratified 
at the universal reports testifying to the 
excellent conduct of the soldiers. 

The leading citizens assured him at all 
points that the men were behaving like 
gentlemen and giving no cause for concern, 
but on the contrary were being we:comed to 
‘the homes of the people.

HAVANA EVACUATED JANUARY 1 


General Claus Informed Spanish Sol- 
diers Will Depart Befort That Date. 
Havana, December 20.—Captain General 

Castéllanos informed Brigadier General 

Clous today that the evacuation of Havana 

would be complete on or before January 

Ist next. Fourteen transports are due to 

arrive from Spain during the next ten days. 

There are 16,000 Spaniards still In Havana 

and its environs, but the last few thousand 

will embark Simultaneously. 

This information was particularly agree- 
able to the Americans because all Span- 
ish troops who remain here after January 
Ist will have to be protected. 

The Eighth and Tenth regular infantry 
regiments have been ordered by the United 
States evacuation commissioners from Que- 
mados, and they will report here for duty 
tomorrow under the commend of General 
Greene. All those coast batteries on the 
west will be occupied by the Amer'can 
troops by Thursday. The men will camp 
in tents with details to guard the forts. 

Commodore B. J. Cromwell reported to 
the United States evacuation commission 
today that he would take over the arsenal 
and naval property of Spain in Havana af- 
ter January Ist and be captain of the port. 

The Spanish immovable property, accord- 
ing to the inventory, is estimated to be 
worth about $5,000,000. 


TINSLEY TO BE RELEASED TODAY 


He Has Been in Jail Twenty-Two 
Months for Contempt. 

Houston, Tex., December 20.—Thomas 
Tinsley, a New York Millianaire, who has 
been in jail here for twenty-two months for 
contempt of court, today partially purged 
himself and will tomorrow be permitted to 
go free. . 

Tinsley, as president of the Glenwood 
Cemetery Company, refused to turn over 
the books of the company to a receiver ap- 
pointed by the court after his committal 
to jail. He appealed to the state court of 
appeals, state supreme court, federal, circult 
courts and finally to the United States su- 
preme court, all of which upheld the district 
judge. 

Tinsley contended that while president of 
the Glenwood Cemetery Company he might 
be in contempt and that the books were his 
private property and that Thomas Tinsley, 
the individual, was not charged with con- 
tempt.

Away from Washington Mr. Bacon An- 
nounces His Opposition,

HE PRESENTS. HIS. REASONS BRIEFLY 


Isiands Would Prove a Weak Point 
and a Great Disadvantage to the 
United States in Time of 
War, Declares the 
Senator. 


Macon, Ga., December 20.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Bacon returned to Macon severa} days 
ago to assist in the entertainment of the 
president, and as congress adjourns tomor- 
row he will remain at home until after the 


holidays. 

Winen the senator left Washington the 
discussion of the expansion policy had just 
begun, and today he gave publicity for the 
first time to his own position “relative to 
the acquisition of the Philippines. 

“T have been all along and am still op- 
pesed to the acquisition of the Fhilippines 
bythe United States government,” said 
the senator. ‘In the frst place, such ac- 
quisition would necessarily change the 
character of the government. Heretofore 
we have had no subjects of the United 
States, but only citizens. It could not be 
thought of for a-moment to make the 
10,000,000 half-savage inhabitants of the 
Philippine islands citizens of the United 
States, with the right to participate in the 
making of laws for the ccuntry at large. 
That is the distinction between the citizen 
and subject. 

A citizen is one who participates in 
the government of a country; a sub- 
ject is one who has no participation in 
the government, but who is simply a 


» subject who bas to obey laws made 
by others. 

“That change in our government would 
itself be sufficient, if there were no other, 
as a reason why these islands should not 


»* 


| be acquired by the United States govern-

ment. It is absolutely impossible that we 
should consent that these islands should be 
admitted as a state.” 

As a Business Proposition. 

“As a business proposition the acquisl- 
tion of the islands would not, in my opin- 
ion, be a good one, even if we conirol the 
entire trade. It will undoubtedly cost from 
($39,000,600 to $50.000,000 a year to govern and 
keep the islands in subjection. The entire 
export trade of the island is only about 


$20,000,000 or less and the import trade is 
about $10,000,000. 

From a military point of view, the 
acquisition of the islands would cause a 
weakness rather than of strength. They 
would be our weakest point in case of 
war, just as they were Spain's weakest 
peint in the late war. An enemy would 
strike us there first just as we struck 
Spain there first. We would be bound 
to defend these islands in case of war 
with a European government, and such 
defenses would cost the United States, 
the distance of the islands from. our 
country being considered, almost as 
much as to defend our whole Atlantic 
coast. 

“Of course I think it may be well to 
have coaling stations, ete., there, and I 
ant Willing that the United States govern- 
ment should insure the freedom of that 
people: and assist in establishing a stable 
government in the islands. That is a long 
way off, however, and I do not think we 
are under such strong obligations in that 
regard 48 we rest under to Cuba, which 
lies at our doors. Of course these are more 
off-hand suggestions, as the subject is too 
vast to be treated of briefly. 

“I am satisfied that if our people wish 
to gratify a patriotic sentiment in the idea 
of conquest and foreign dominion, through 
the acquisition of the Fthilippines, as a 
part of the territory of the United States, 
they will have to go deep down in their 
pockets every year to pay the price of the 
luxury. 

Only Against the Philippines. 
“Iam not opposed to the acquisition of 

-the territory when the same is so situated 
that the people can became assimilated to 
our own, and in the*®ourse of a reasonable 
time form homogeneous parts of the Amer- 
ican people. But taking a lot of 10,000,000 
half-savage, black and yellow Asliatics, is 
altogether another proposition.”’

Silver Advocate Assefts That the Islands 
Are Valuable Territory 


CONSTITUTION TN NO WAY. YIOLATEB 


 Siheicber from the Rocky Mountain 
Region Denies That Possible 
Statehood Is a Prerequisite 
to Annexation of the 
Country. 


Washington, December 20.—Senator Teller 
occupied the first half of today’s session 
of the senate with a speech in adyocacy 
of the theory that there are no restrictions 
upon the right of the. United States to 
expand its borders so as to inglude far dis- 
tant territory. 

Mr. Teller’s address was a constitutional 
argument, in the course of which he main- 
tained the right of the United States to 
acquire foreign territory without entering 
upon a discussion of the policy of expansion 
except, of course, in an incidental and in- 
ferential way. Mr. Teller did not think 
there was the slightest question of the 
power of this government to acquire for- 


eign territory. 

“If we are a nation,” he declared, ‘‘we 
have the power to exercise the rights of a 
nation—alil the rights of any sovereign 
power.” 

Referring to the territory acquired by the 
United States during the recent year, Mr. 


Teller said: 

“We have already acquired this territory. 
We need, as a matter of fact, no treaty 
with Spain to confirm our rights to it. By 
right of conquest—a right undisputed—we 
came into possession of Cuba, Porto Ricuo 
amd the Asiatic ar¢hipelago. Tihey are ours 
just as certainly as they could be made 
so by treaty.”’ 

Can Confer Statehood. 

Mr. Teller discusse@friefly the statement 
of Mr. Vest that many of the deeds of ces- 
sion of foreign territory acquired by the 
United States contained clauses providing 
that the territory ultimately should be 
erected into states of the union. 

“We can confer statchood upon these ter- 
ritories when, in our judgment, it is proper 
to do so. Nobody can call into question our 
right to exercise our judgment in this 
matter. 

“Tf we acquire territory,’’ he continued, 
“the very act carries-with it the right to 
govern. Who can govern now in Cuba or 
in Porto Rico but the United States? That 
question is settled+settled by the very cir- 
cumstance of the case. The question is 
now, ‘what disposition shall we make of the 
territory that has come into our posses-. 
sion??’ We ought to extend to the people 
of these possessions the power to govern 
themselves as soon as they are prepazsed to 
exercise that power. We are coming to 
deal with the greatest question the Ameri- 
can people have met since 1861. I anticipate 
much difficulty and embarrassment, but 
have at no time felt the distrust that has 
been manifested by many of our people.” 

Mr. Teller said that the United States 
did not go to war with Spain for conquest, 
but for freedom and humanity. Ags soon 
as the relief wi'ch was proposed had been 
extended to the people of Cuba, they ought, 
he thought, to be permitted io govern 
themselves. 

Wants No Colonial System. 

“Tf this government will say to the people 
of this acquired territory,’’ said Mr. Tel- 
ler, ‘‘‘we will give- you self-government,’ 
we will not need an army of 650,000 men in 
Cuba, 20,000 in Porto Rico and 30,000 in the 
Philippines. To say this to tho6se people 
is the only way to escape a great standing 
army. I am not one to turn these posses- 
sions back to Spain, but I do /elieve that 
We ought to give them the ofportunity to 
govern themselves. Il may i that nobody 
wants these possessions mad& into states 
now. No public man is in fa¥or of such 
a plan, so far as I am aware. Yet in course 
of time wé may take them in: No colonial 
system, such as England established years 
ago in India, will ever be established under 
the stars and stripes. The flag will always 
float over liberty and happiness insured to 
all the people beneath its folds. Although 
all of them may not be accorded the fullest 
rights of American citizens, the flag will 
float as an emblem of food government and 
protection to them as it does to us.” 

In reply to a question from Mr. Tillman, 
Mr. 
with the people of the Philippines in order 
to force our institutions upon them, He 
would consult them as to the form of guv- 
ernment. Their government might not be 
as perfect as ours, but all accounts agree 
that the natives were tractable and intel- 
ligent and capable of progress. 

Mr. Proctor here interrupted. Mr. Teller 
to read an extract from a letter from Ad- 
miral Dewey concerning the character of 
the Filipinos, as foilows: 

“These people can be governed without 
the slightest difficulty. They readily give 
in to reason and I have not had the slight- 
est difficulty in dealing with them.”’ 

Can’t Be Governei from Washington. 

Continuine, Mr. Teller expressed the 
opinion that the natives could not be gov- 
erned from Washington. They were sus- 
ceptible to just and liberal treatment and 
there was no reason why if they were 
capable of appreciating them, our benefi- 
cent institutions should not be extended to 
them. 

Mr. Allison, of Iowa, reported favorably 
frofn the appropriations committee the 
house resolution providing for an adjourn- 
ment of congress from December 12st to 
January 4th, and it was adopted without 
division. The remainder of the session was 
given up to the Nicaraguan canal bill.

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PROVOST GUARD KILLS SOLDIER. 


New Yorker Slays a West Virginian 


and Is Now Carefully Guarded. 

Greenville, S. C., December 20.—(Special.) 
Private Frank Mugridge, company B, Sec- 
ond West Virginia, was shot and instantly 
killed today by Private John Bb. Mattice, 
company K, Two Hundred and Third New 
York, who was doing provost guard duty 
at the city park. Lewis Sharp, company B, 
Second West Virginia, was hit by the ball 
which killed Mugridge. 

Mattice was at once placed under mili- 
tary arrest and taken to police headquarters 
for safe keeping, as the feeling among the 
West Virginia soldiers against him is very 
bitter. His friends say that Mugridge fired 
at Mattice with a pistol. 

The account given by Sharp is that he and 
Mugridge and others were shooting with 
pistols at a target in the park when Mat- 
tice came up to arrest them and they ran. 
The location of the wound upholds this 
story. The ball.from the winchester struck 
Mugridge in the right side of the back, 
ranged upward, passed through his body 
and made exit about the tenth rib to right 
of breast bone. After coming out, it struck 
his right hand cutting two fingers nearly 
off and then struck Private Sharp in left 
side under the arm, making a painful 
flesh wound. 

As excitement was very high among the 
soldiers at first it was decided to take Mat- 
tice away by private conveyance in order 
to avoid trouble, but this was abandoned 
and he is under guard at police headquar- 
ters. 

The West Virginia regiment and the Two 
Hundred and Third New York are camped 
next each other in the First brigade, Second 
division, Second corps.

THINKS IT-WAS A SUCCESS 


Said He Had No Criticism To Make of 
His Plans, 


HAS =O COMPLAINTS TO . MAKE 


Declared the Wounded Were as Well 
Cared for as Circumstances Would 
Permit—Is Responsible for 
Leaving Ambulances 
Behind. 


Washington, December 20.—General Shaf- 
ter appeared rather unexpectedly before 
the war investigation commission this 
afternoon and told his story of the Santi- 
ago expedition. He was supported by his 
aid, Colonel Miley, who was with him in 
Cuba and flanked by a large portmanteau 
of papers to which his aid occasionally ap- 
plied for reference. 

Genera! Shafter’s story of the operations 
around Saniiago was tersely told, but at 
times was quite vivid In its recital and in- 
teresting in detail. Briefly summed up, his 
estimate of the Santiago expedition was 
that it had been a military success and 
cheap at the cost of 500 men lost in the 
fight. He considered the expedition to-have 
been as wel} fitted out as the time allowed 
would permit and said in looking back he 
had no criticism of his plans to make and 
would not change them if the events had 
to be gone through again. He said he had 
no complaints of any sort to make gnd 
would be loath to intrude them at this time 
if he had. 

“General Beaver: “Do you know by whose 
request you were assigned to command at 
Tampa?” 

““t was informed it was General Miles.” 

Genera! Shafter said his first orders were 
tO organize a strong reconnoissance foree of 
about 5,000 to 8,000 to go to Santa Clara 
province end get into communication with 
Gomez, but not to bring on a general en- 
gagement. 

This plan was checked by the appearance 
of Cervera’s fleet in Southern waters. Gen- 
era] Shafter was then instructed to prepare 
to siege the port of Mariel and make a 
Strong entrenched camp on high = ground 
where the bulk of the American army was 
to be quartered preparatory to the general 
campaign. This plan was again checked by 
the report of Cervera being bottled up in 
Santiago and General Shafter was ordered 
to prepare an expedition to siege Santiago. 
Tne expedition that left Tampa, he said, 
was supp.ied with sixty days’ rations and 
he was told to load six months’ supplies if 
be could, but time did not permit. 

As to the medical supplies, General Shatf- 
ter said; 

“You know medical supplies are the one 
thing that a commanding general or a line 
omcer never Knows anything avout, ‘ine 
surgeon 1s supposed to know what he 
wants. My medicai officer said he thougnt 
he had enough meaical suppiles for tne 
Lemporary service for Winich they theught 
they were destined. Kven this proved, 
however, that the surgeon was mistaken. 
‘Iine loaaing of the transports was under the 
supervision of a board of officers consist- 
ing of general Lawton, Colonel! Humpnries 
and some others, and all necessary meas- 
ures were taken for the care of the men, 
furnishing them with hot coffee, etc,”’ 

Generali Shafter continued: 

“As a matter of fact, 1 took some chances 
which dig not result disastrously in loading 
as many men as i did on the transports. 
They were crowded; but, as you know, at 
that time it was a personal insult to leave 
any one, and I took ail the men I could. 
We had good weather and no one suffered.”’ 

As to supplies, General Sthafter said there 
was nothing left behind, 

‘“‘How about the ambulances?’’ asked Gen- 
eral Beaver. 

“As to those ambuiances,” said General 
Shafter, “I take the whole responsibility 
on myself. I ordered and supervised the 
loading of them. After events proved 
that it would have been better to take 
ten or fifteen additional] ambulances, and I 
left that many wagons behind. But wagons 
can be used for two purposes and ambu- 
lances can be Used for but one. I took 
the wagons and the wounded tad to be 
transported in them the first day. I will 
say that on a rocky, muddy road, such as 
we hag there, there is little difference be- 
tween an ambulance and an escort wagon. 
The men were put on straw in the bottom 
of the wagons and we did the best we 
could with them, Ambulances would have 
been better, but then, hindsight is always 
better than foresigfht.’’ 

Concerning the landing facilities -with the 
expedition, General Shafter said that they 
had two large barges, one of which was 
lost en route and a small tug, the Captain 
Sam, whose captain deserted during the 
night. The boat capacity of the transport 
fleet was sufficient for the landing, as the 
events proved. General Shafter said the 
navy lent al] reasonable assistance with its 
boats and expressed surprise when a com- 
munication from Secretary Long to the 
president was read protesting against the 
navy being called upon to assist in landing 
the troops. 

An interesting incident of the landing was 
brought out by General Shafter, who said 
he had arranged with the Cuban General 
Castillo the day prior to the lefding to have 
1,000 men back.of Baiquiri to catch the Span- 
iards when shelled out by the navy. Cas- 
tillo was three hours late, however, and 
all the Spaniards got away. 

‘There has been considerable criticism 
from the medical officers,” said General 
Beaver. ‘‘Were any such complaints brought 
to you?” 

“A majority of the regimental surgeons 
left their medical chests on their vessels. 
When I found this out I put Dr. Goodfellow 
aboard the Mantee and had him collect these 
chests. As soon as they were landed they 
were put on wagons and distributed at 
once,”’ 

As to the medical supplies being. left 
aboard the transports and sent back to 
Tampa, General Shafter said he had heard 
of no such cases, and in view of the short-

ert Norton, a prominent citizen of Town 
Creek, a small place in Lawrence county, 
six miles from here, became involved in a 
difficulty with Alf Simms, a discharged sol-

Simms killed Norton in the fight. Both 
were drinking. Simms escaped, but was 
captured and jailed at Town Creek. 

This evening Norton's brother, leading 00 
men, surrounded the jail, swearing to kill 
Simms.

DISPOSITION GF CASES IN COURT 


Sentences Pronounced Against Which 
There Is No Appeal Shall Be Con- 
sidered Determined and Shall 
Be Executed in Due 
Form. 


London, December 20.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of The Morning Post today 
gives a transiation of the seventeen ar- 
ticles of the Hispano-American treaty. 

Article $. After defining minutely the 
geographical position of the ceded Philip- 
pines adds: } 

“The United States shall pay to Spain 
$20,000,000 within three months after the ex- 
change of ratifications of this treaty.” 

Articie 5. After providing for the repatria- 
tion of the Spanish soldiers in the Pnailip- 
pines, adds: 

“The evacuation of the Philippines and 
Guam shall be made up on conditions simi- 
lar to those regulating tne evacuation of 
the Antilles and within a period to be fixed 
by both governments. 

“Flags and stands of colors, ships of war 
not captured, small arms, cannon of every 
caliber, with their carriages and acces- 
sories, powders, munitions, cattle, material 
and effects of every kind belonging to the 
sea and land forces of Spain in the Philip- 
pines and Guam shall remain the property 
of Spain. Pieces of heavy caliber which 
are not field artillery, mounted in fortifica- 
tions and on the coasts, shall remain in 
position for a period of six months from 
the exchange of ratifications and during 
that period the United States may purchase 
said material from Spain if both govern- 
ments arrive at a satisfactory agreement 
inereon.”’ 

Article 8. In fulfillment of what is agreed 
in articles 1, 2 and 3 of this treaty, Spain re- 
linquishes in Cuba and cedes in Porto Rico 
and the other islands of the West Indies, in 
the island of Guam and in the Philippines 
archipelago all buildings, moles, barracks, 
fortresses, establishments, public roads and 
other real property which by custom or 
right are of the public domain, and, as 
such, are vested in the crown of Spain. Be 
it nevertheless deciared that the relinquish- 
ment, or cession, as the case may be, to 
which the preceding refers, shall in no way 
lessen the property or rights which belong 
by custom and law to the peaceful posses- 
sion of goods of all kinds in the provinces 
and cities, public or private establishments, 
civil er ecclesiastica] corporations, or what- 
ever other collective body possessing judi- 
cla) entity for the acquirement and owing 
of goods in the afore mentioned relinquish- 
ed or ceded territories and to particular in- 
dividuals whatever may be their nation- 
ality. 

- The said reiinquishment or cession as the 
case may be includes all documents which 
exchusively refer to the said relinquished or 
ceded sovereignty which exists in the arch- 
ives of the peninsula. When these docu- 
ments existing in said archives only bear 
in part on the said sovereignty copies of 
the said part shall be supplied whenever 
requested. Analogous rules shall be reci- 
procally observed in favor of Spain with re- 
‘spect to documents existing in the archives 
in the above meniioned islands. In the afore- 
mentioned relinquishment or cession are 
comprised those rights of the erown of 
Spain and of its authorities over archives 
and official registers, as well administrative 
as judicial of the said island which refer to 
them and to the rights and properties of 
their inhabitants. The said archives and 
registers must be carefully preserved; and 
individuals without exception shall have 
the right to obtain, in accordance with the 
laws, authorized copies of contracts, wills 
and other documents which form parts of 
notarial protocols or which are kept in ad- 
ministrative and judicial archives, wheth- 
er they be in Spain or in the aforementioned 
islands. f3 

Article 12—Judicial proceddings pending 
“on the exchange of ratifications of this 
treaty in the territories over which Spain 
renounces or Ccedes sovereignty shall be de- 
tained in conformity with the following 
rules: 

1, Sentences pronounced in civil cases 
between individuals or in criminal matters 
before the aforementioned date, and against 
which there is, according to Spanish law, 
neither appeal nor annuiment, shall be 
considered determined and shall be executed 
in due form by the competent authority in 
the territory with which said sentences 
should be carried out, 

2. Civil laws between individuals which 
shall not have been decided on the above 
mentioned date shall pursue their course 
before tho tribunal in which each is being 
tried or before the one shall replace it. 

3. Actions in criminal matters pending on 
the afore mentionea date before the su- 
preme tribunal of Spain against citizens of 
territory which, according to this treaty, 
ceases to be Spanidh, shall remain under 
its jurisdiction until final sentence has been 
pronounced, but when sentence has been 
pronounced, its execution shall be entrust- 
ed to the competent authority of the place 
wherein the action arose. ; 

Article 17. This treaty shall be ratified by 
the queen regent and the president of the 
United States with the consent and appro- 
bation of the senate and ratification ex- 
changed in Washington within six months 
or earlier if possible. 

Then follows the signatures of all the 
peace commissioners and seals.

says he has been feeding them on less than 
75 cents, and so reported to the quartermas- 
ter general. 

On account of the circulation of these re- 
ports Captain Wrigley will have a warrant 
sworn out in the United States court charg- 
ing McClain with larceny of government 
property, it being alleged that he took cer- 
tain silverware and that he made away with 
commissary stores by selling them to sol- 
diers. McClain’s attorney does not object 
to this course being taken he said tonight 
and he has threatened to swear out a war- 
rant charging Captain Wrigley with embez- 
zlement under the charge above referred to. 

McClain had Captain Wrigley arrested 
this afternoon by a state officer on a war- 
rant charging him with pointing a pistol at 
him. 

Wrigley denied the constable’s right to ar- 
rest an army officer, and refused to submit. 
He went, however, to the justice court and 
entered a protest. The justice let him go for 
the present and now has the matter under 
consideration. 

The Roumania will leave tme city in the 
morning with eight companies of the Sixth 
Missouri regiment under Colonel, Letcher 
Hardeman and will return the early part 
of next week, at which time it is now an- 
ticipated that these cases will get into the 
United States court, as both parties declared 
their intentions today of swearing out war- 
rants.

Chicago, December 20.—In order to avoid

ANOTHER DREYFUS DEBATE. 


Resolution Conferring Franchise on 
Soldiers Provokes Uproar. 

Paris, December 20.—The chamber of dep- 
uties indulged in another Dreyfus debate 
today. Joseph Fouriere, socialist deputy for 
Aisne, moved a resolution conferring the 
fronchise upon soldiers, and demanded ur- 
gency for it. He then preceeded to expound 
his views ,which provoked a great uproar, 

The premier, M. Dupuy, replied: 

“T should have thought that the Dreyfus 
affair had already done the country enough 
harm. M. Fourniere’s new proposal would 
be most pernicious. The country wants and 
has a devoted army to safeguard her in- 
dependence and we do not wish to give its 
cflicers the means of descending to the fo 
rum. We must rally around the army.” 

The motion for urgency was then defeated 
by 477 votes against 26. 

In the senate a stormy discussion took 
place over a bill increasing the penalties 
for espionage and treason. There were fre- 
quent references to Dreyfus. 

Eventually the bill which prescribes death 
for state officials who are guilty of treason 
in time of peace was adopted. 

The Courriere du Soir says this evening: 
‘Tine Dreyfus secret dossier was handed 
to the court of cassation this evening un- 
der the pledge that it should not be com- 
municated to the counsel for the defense or 
to any one outside the court.”

Savannah's Military Companies May Join 
Hands Under One Roof.

HAVE EXISTED FOR YEARS 


Volunteer Guards, Chatham Artillery 
and Georgia Hussars Together. 


ORGANIZATIONS RETAIN 


Military Spirit Predominates in Savan- 
nah Still and Progress Is Being 
Made by the Companies.

Savannah, December 20.—(Special.)—Ef- 
forts are being made here toward a general 
reorganization of the state volunteer militia 
in this city, which, if successfully carried 
out, will result in one of the best, Dut most 
unique organizations of the kind in the 
south, 

The plan now being discussed contem- 
plates a combination of the Savannah Vol- 
unteer Guards, whose record goes back 
ninety-five vears; the Chatham Artillery, 
the oldest artillery battery in the United 
States of continuous existence, being 2 
years old, and the Georgia Hussars, oF 
troop A, of the First Georgia cavalry, whose 
history goes back to colonial times. 

The Guards have, perhaps, the finest 
military armory and social clubhouse in the 
south, and it is proposed that the two 
other organizations mentioned shall share 
it with them, the necessary additions for 
their accommodation being built. Results 
have shown that there are too many clubs 
in Savannah and frequently with some of 
them expenditures and interest on securi- 
ties have been considerably in excess of 
income. The union of these three organiza- 
tions in one club would give the institution 
a membership of nearly 600, and the ques- 
tion of meeting expenses would no longer 
be a trouble to any ciub management. 

The idea originated with Lieutenant Colo- 
nel William Garrard, of the Guards, and 
has been discussed at the meetings of all 
of these organizations. It is believed that 
it is very generally favored, though no 
vote upon the subject has yet been taken. 

It is contemplated that none of these or- 
ganizations as military organizations shall 
in the slightest degree jose its identity. The 
idea is that these commands shall merge 
their property and club interests, but in 
all other respects remain as they now are, 
the Gluards, the Hussars and the Chathams, 
the oldest infantry, cavalry and artillery 
organizations in the south, of which an ap- 
plicant for military honors may take his 
choice, and become also a member of the 
cuD. - 

So far as can be seen the only difficulty 
in the way of the plan lies in the incum- 
brances on the Hussars’ building, and the 
fact that the Chathams have none, and do 
not want to assume any. Several plans to 
satisfactorily arrange these matters are 
now under discussion, and it is believed the 
idea will yet be brought to a successful 
issue. 

Company A, of the Savannah Volunteer 
Guards battalion, has just reorganized by 
electing the following officers: Captain, J. 
M. Rogers; first lieutenant, R. M. Screven;

QUEEN LIU FILES A PROTEST. 


Says the United States Should Not 
Take Crown Lands. 3 

Washington, December 20.—Ex-Queen Lil- 
fuokalani today sent to the senate the fol- 
lowing protest against the appropriation of 
the crown land of Hawaii by the United 
States: 

“To the Senate of the United States:—TI, 
Liliuokalani, of Hawaii, named heir appa- 
rent on the 10th day of April, 1877, and pro- 
claimed queen of the Hawaiian islands on 
the 2th day of January, 1891, do hereby 
earnestly and respectfully protest against 
the assertion of ownership by the United 
States of America of the so-called Hawaiian 
crown lands amounting to ahout 1,000,000 
acres and which are my preperty, and I 
€specially protest against such assertion of 
ownership as a taking of property without 
due process of law and without just or 
other compensation. 

‘Therefore, supplementing my protest of 
June 17, 1897, I call upon the president and 
the national legislature and the people of 
the United States to do justice in this mat- 
ter and to restore to me this property, the 
enjoyment of which {s being withheld from 
me by your government under what must 
be a misapprehension of my right and 
title. LILIUOKALANI.”

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DISPOSITION OF GUNS 


FEW OF THEM CAN BE USED BY 
UNITED STATES. 


Their Caliber Is Different and Differ- 
ent Ammunition Must Be 
Used. 


Washington, December 2.—There. has 
been some specuiation as to what disposi- 
tion the navy department will make pf the 
modern guns captured from Spain during 
the recent war. It has been generally un- 
derstood that the obsolete ordnance would 
figure only as souvenirs for distribution 
by the government to states and municl- 
palities, but there was quite a number of 
serviceable modern cannon, mostly. naval 
guns, captured at Santiago, Manila and 
elsewhere. It is stated by the department 
that these guns are not likely to “form 
a very valuable asset. 

The 4.7-inch guns from the Maria ‘Teresa, 
the Visecaya and the Colon, several of 
which are now at the Washington; navy 
yard, are not the most modern type of 
this weapon. They are different in caliber 
from any guns in the American navy ex- 
cept those of the New Orieans aml the 
Albany, now being completed abroad. The 
6-inch quick-fire guns captured also require 
special ammunition, not being adapted to 
our 6-inch shells, so that except Im case 
of accident to one of the guns of the New 
Orleans or Albany there would be’ small 
likelihoo@ of getting any of the captured 
ordnance into service. The question of 
boring out the captured guns to the next 
higher caliber was considered, but rejected 
as: reducing too greatly the factor of 
safety. 

There is on hand quite a supply of am- 
munition for the peculiar armament of our 
two adopted cruisers, and it is thought by 
the time this is used up this country will be 
in position to supply them with all ef the 
kort of ammunition they need. 

It is interesting to note that the new .guns 
being planned for the navy will conform in 
certain materia] respects to those jof the 
New Orleans, which was classed by lall the 
officers who saw her in action during the 
War aS a marvelous quick firing, hard 
shooting piece of naval archiiecture. Her 
guns are all ‘‘d0-calibers long,’ that is the 
barrel is fifty times the lengih of the di- 
ameter of the bore. Our standard has been 
40-caliber, but the longer gun seems to 
bear about the same relation to the shorter 
as the 45-caliber rifle does to the revolver 
of the same bore. It is this peculiarity of 


able muzZzle velocity of something like 2,90 
feet. 

The new guns planned for our navy are 
expected to develop about 3,000 feet ve- 
locity. It is expected that this new-type of 
the 6-inch quick firer with its additional 
penetrating power will make it an even 
more terrible weapon than that demon- 
strated itself to be in our two memorable 
actions with the Spanish fleets.

During the fiscal year ending June 36, 
1898, the company increased its gross earn- 
ings about $7,000,000 over the figures for 
1897. The company has just placed with sev- 
eral eastern firms contracts for new cars 
and locomotives of an aggregate value of 
about $2,000,000. |

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Slander from a Fresh Quarter. 

The National Review, published in 
England, and edited by Mr. L. J. Maxse, 
is one of the brightest momnthlies that 
comes to our table. It is edited with 
very great ability so far as all British 
and continental affairs are concerned, 
but it is lamentably weak in its Ameri- 
can department. This, perhaps, is not 
the fault of the editor. He has piaced 
that department in the hands of a gen- 
tleman who signs himself A. Maurice 
Low, and he, no doubt, believes that 
Mr. Law is perfectly familiar with af- 
fairs in this country. It is true that 
Mr. Low has a general and superfi- 
cial knowledge of American affairs, such 
as a foreigner might be expected to 
pick up from the newspapers and from 
@ casual intercourse with men in the 
Washington hotels; but in the knowl- 
edge that enables a writer to enter in- 
timately into the cause and course of 
events, Mr. Low is totally lacking. 

This is to be regretted, too, for it is a 
pity that The National Review, which 
is so brilliantly served in all other de- 
partments, shold have for its Ameri- 
can correspondent a man who is ready to 
fall down before his prepossessions and 
prejudices, at a time when he should 
take pains to inform himself, and to 
be careful and considerate enough to 
deal fairly and temperately with facts. 

'We feel justified in saying that Mr. 
Low is not paid by Mr. Maxse to slander 
or misrepresent any part of this coun- 
try or the people thereof. We _ feel 
sure that no one would resent with more 
heat than Mr. Maxse the shadow of 
such a suggestion. Nay, we will go 
even farther than that and acquit Mr. 
Low himself of any intention to convey 
to the readers of The Nationa] Review 
a false impression of affairs or an un- 
fair interpretation of events. What he 
has done is the result of prejudice and 
misconception. Your prejudiced man 
always thinks he knows when he 
doesn’t know; he is always dead sure 
of his facts even when there is not a 
fact in his whole wallet of misinforma- 
tion. 

This being the case, it is extremely 
unfortunate that the recent race trou- 
bles in North Carolina should have had 
Mr. Low for their historian and inter- 
preter in the pages of The National 
Review. He has done a wrong that 
he cannot undo; he has not only given 
new wings to siander, but he has 
stamped with the color of truth a thou- 
sand slanders, a thousand evil reports, 
a thousand mischievous lies that never 
did and never wil] appear in the pages 
of his "magazine. Ife has given to all 
this brood an authority, a warranty and 
a certificate, as it were, that they did 
not possess before. We acquit him of 
malice and of all sinister design, but 
this does not prevent us from regretting 

that the important post of American 
correspondent for The National Review 
should be filled by a man whose eyes 
and mind are practically closed to the 
truth of the situation in the southern 
states. 

In writing of the trouble at Wilming- 
ton, Mr. Low begins with a proposition 
which, although he may think it true, 
is essentially false and unjust, and 
therefore totally misieading. ‘“The south- 
erner detests the negro,” says Mr. Low. 
He delivers the injustice with the point 
of his pen, and then leaves it. “In 
the limited space at my disposal, I can- 
not now enter into a full discussion of 
‘the negro problem,” he declares. Why 
should be? He has settled it in 
five words. If the southerners detestea 
the negroes, that is the whole problem, 
and needs no discussion. [Further on, 
Mr. Low says that the southerner de- 
spises the negro, but he does not won- 
der at this; “the inherited prejudices 
and passions of generations are not to 
be lightly overcome by legislative enact- 
ment,” remarks Mr. Low, with an ap- 
pearance of judicial fairness. 

‘But if the southerners detest and 
despise the negroes, how does Mr. 
Low account for the real _ situ- 
ation of the negroes over wide areas of 
territory? He doesn’t pretend to ac- 
count for it. He leaves his readers on 
the other side in total ignorance of it. 
Detestation goes deeper than politics, 
and if the southerners detested the ne- 
groes, the latter could never remain

in the south and accumulate property 
and educate themselves as they are do- 
ing. aS. 

But what we object to in Mr. Low's 
report is the fact that his eyes are 
closed to the real cause of the trouble 
at ‘Wilmington. He states that the 
whites thig year “‘deliberately raised the 
Face issue,” and ignores the perfectly 
well-known fact that the issue was not 
raised until] the negro leaders had be- 
gun to arm and drill their deluded fol- 
lowers and to fill the air with threats 
of destruction to the whites.  “ ‘Down 
with the negro!’ was the battle cry,” he 
says, and leaves his European readers 
to infer that the negroes were driven 


out of office in Wilmington before they | 


had been given an opportifmity to ex- 
ercise the duties thereof We have 
no doubt he believes this to be the fact. 

But the truth is that the negroes 
had been in charge of the city affairs 
and caqurts of Wilmington for two years; 
they had had ample opportunity to dis- 
play their ability and their capacity as 
rulers, They had been in office two years 
and nobody cried, “Down with the ne- 
gro!” untilthey had thoroughly demon- 
strated their incapacity, their corruption 
and their evil intention. The whites 
could get no justice in the courts, and 
were deliberately insulted in the public 
Offices day after day. The negro ed- 
itor gave circulation to statements that 
would be tolerated by no civilized peo- 
ple; and when the leaders discovered 
that toleration had reached its limits, 
they began to arm, and drill, and 
threaten. 

Mr. Low says nothing of these things. 
Through the medium of a magazine 
noted for its brilliancy and fairness, and 
speaking as a memberof its staff, he in- 
forms the European worid that the ne- 
groes were murdered at Wilmington 
because they attempted to exercise the 
right of franchise! We say it is a pity 
that practically the whole white popula- 
tion of the south should be the victims 
of such outright misrepresentation in a 
monthly of the weight and character of 
The National Review. 

As we have said before, we acquit 
Mr. Low of any deliberate intention to 
slander and misrepresent the southern 
people. It is inconceivable that he 
should have any motive in the -matter 
except that which arises from prejudice 
born in ignorance of the real facts. And 
we say this in spite of the fact that 
the truth has not been hid from any 
person who might desire to investigate 
it. The whole matter is as open as 
the day. 
to in this case is. that the American 
representative of The National Review 
should think no better of hig reputation, 
no beiter of his obligations, no better 
of his pesition, than to sow broadcast 
slanders and false statements about the 
scuthern people without going to the 
trouble of presenting both sides. 

If ever a publicist oecupied.a position 
which called for a ‘judicial and candid 
temper and a philosophical mind, it is 
that wlirich Mr. Low occupies as the Amer- 
ican editor of a review, the name of which 
might well be changed to The Interna- 
tional Review; but he has used his 
magazine as “the yellow rags of the 
Parisian boulevards” are used by those 
who have sacrificed an innocent man to 
shield the wretches who occupy the 
French war office. 

We have no feeling toward Mr. Low 
in this matter except that which may 
be traced to sincere regret and pity. 
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The Dairy Convention. 

The dairymen of Georgia will hold 
their convention in the city of Macon 
Thursday next. 

These pioneers in a new industry are 
among the most effective of those who 
are trying to build up the state.

It hap- 
pened that about that time several gen- 
tlemen took an interest in dairying. 
Their success led-to similar enterprises 
elsewhere, until at last creameries were 
established in almost every county of 
the state, and the work of canceling 
mortgages soon began. All of this was 
due to the discovery and the prosecution 
of an enterprise which brought money 
which added diversity to agriculture, 
and as a result of which the farmers 
of Minnesota today are among the most 
comforiabie land owners of the world. 

For several years, under the direction 
of the experimental farm authorities, 
cheese making hag been making prog- 
ress in Georgia. A number of co-oper- 
ative creameries have been established, 
nearly all of whieh will make good re- 
ports to the convention which will meet 
next Thursday. Of course, such work 
as this calls for intelligence, but the 
man Who is not willing to add gtudy to 
his labor is not worthy of success. The 
richest gold mine in Georgia today is 
that of the old hill-side farm.

An incident connected with the death 
of General Garcia can be appreciated 
nowhere as well as in the southern 
states. 

It is related that General Garcia had 
an aged colored servant who was born 
a slave upon his father’s plantation, and 
who was brought up with him from 
childhood. This good negro had follow- 
ed the general through all his wars and 
had shared his prison cells, and sat be- 
side his bed when the general breathed 
his last. It is stated by those who were 
present that every time his master 
groaned, he would groan also, and that 
the death which came to the one will 
not let the other linger much longer. 
The faithful servant doeg not care to 
live now. His interest in life is gone, 
and no one would be surprised if he died 
of grief within a short time. 

The existence of a large number of 
such old negroes as is here described 
was something well known throughout 
the southern states. These men were 
educated to a high sense of good feeling 
and fidelity toward their masters, whose 
fortunes they followed with an interest 
more demonstrative even than that of 
the children of the house. Their kind- 
ness to the master’s family, their fidel- 
ity and vigilance in times when it was 
needed, was something which was re- 
markable.. With them there was no 
thought of insincerity or of untruth to- 
ward those among whom their lot was 
cast. This quality is the bond which in 
times past united so closely men of op- 
posite colors; the one, feeling his de- 
pendence upon the other, and return- 
ing a steadfast guardianship with a loyal 
fidelity. 

This class of men never get into trou- 
ble, and created no conflicts, and the 
memory of their existence will be cher- 
ished as long as the nobler qualities of 
manhood are held in esteem,

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| FACTS BROUGHT TO LIGHT 


BY AMERICAN CONSULS. 


Mr. Thomas C. Purdy, representative of 


The New York Air Brake Company, has 


obtained through Consul Smith, of Moscow, 
a trial order from the Russian government 
to equip twelve freight locomotives and 200 
freight cars with their alr brake, for which 
the price paid will be $25,000. This contract 
Was Obtained in competition with French, 
German and Russian companies. The 
Westinghouse air brake has been in use on 
passenger trains in Russia for about two 
years, and the Westinghouse Company has 
purchased a building in St. Petersburg and 
is putting in a plant to fill a trial order 
similar to that given to the New York Air 
Brake Company. Should the order given to 
the latter company prove satisfactory, it 
will also build works in St. Petersburg. 
There are said to be mechanical difficulties 
to be overcome in adapting the airbrake to 
the freight locomotives and cars in use on 
Russian railroads; but should they be over- 
come, the entire freight equipment, consist- 
ing of 10,000 locomotives and 600,000 cars, 
will be equipped with air brakes as rapid- 
ly as possible, the cost of which, it is es- 
timated, will reach $50,000,000.

Vice Consul Blom writes from Copenha- 
gen, November 14, 18%: ‘‘Serious complaints 
have again been made against the Amer- 
ican inspection of American Indian corn for 
foreign shipment, and from the investiga- 
tions I have personally made I consider the 
complaints well founded. July and August 
ehipments were not satisfactory. Three of 
these, coming from houses in Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and New York on the steam- 
ships Kirby, Sidia and Lecontfield, respec- 
tively, were especially bad. It seems in- 
credible that the corn discharged from 
those steamers could be passed by the in- 
Spectors as corn No. 2, sail grade, as it was 
full of dust, dirt and sand, which averaged 
from 3 to 5 per cent. To say nothing of 
this great loss in weight, it is reasonable 
to believe that all this dirt has a very bad 
effect on the sound corn, which, on this 
account, easily Lecomes damaged before it 
arrives at its destinatiog. Denmark is an 
enormous market for American corn, and 
as the evil can no doubt be remedied, I 
wish to call attention to the above-namtd 
facts.”’

by steamers newly built 
in Denmark and abroad, partly by pur- 
chase of steamfrs abroad—tby forty-five 
Steamships, with a gross tonnage of about 
77,000, or a netregistered tonnage of about 
48,000. A further addition of four steamers, 
aggregating 2,000 registered tons net, is ex- 
pected during the last two months of the 
year, making a total increase for 1898 of 
forty-nine steamers with 50,000 registered 
tons net. It cannot be stated accurately 
how much of this increase is intended for 
the Danish-American steamship service, 
but it is known that nearly half of the 
increase in 1898 was placed on the steam- 
ship routes from Denmark to the United 
States. The decrease in the Danish mer- 
chant steam fleet during the same period 
Was seventeen steamers of 7,000 tons net; 
but none of them were on the American 
lines. The indications are that the Danish- 
American tonnage will increase still more 
during the coming year. :

The United States minister to Hayti, Mr. 
Powell, has sent the department of state, 
under date of November 21, 1898, the fol- 
lowing: American capital is about to seek 
an entrance into Hayti to develop its re- 
sourees. A company is being formed, un- 
der a charter of the state of New Jersey, 
to construct artesian wells and supply wa- 
ter in various localities. Another company 
proposes to utilize the native cabinet 
woods, which are susceptible of very high 
polish, in exportation to the United States 
and in the manufacture of furniture. It 
will operate under a charter granted by 
the state of New York. Another syndi- 
cate is being organized to build a railroad 
to open up the northern part of the repub- 
lic.

It is, 1 understand, the desire of the gov- 
ernment to induce American capital to in- 
vest here and assist in developing the un- 
known resources of the country,

the Danish 
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There is a broad and steady expansion 
of trade throughout the states of Para and 
the Amazonas, in South America. The city 
of Para, situated only about 100 miles from 
the mouth of the Amazon river, is the key 
to an enormous siretech of wealthy voun- 
try, and indications are that it will become 
the Chicago of South America. Over one 
hundred and fifty steamcrs care employed on 
the Amazon and its tributaries (about one- 
third of these vessels belonging to a British 
company), and the number will be increas- 
ed materially before the end of the year. 
The internal communication afforded by 
the Amazon and its branches is so complete 
that railroad and terrestrial means of trans- 
portation are not needed except to connect 
parts of rivers obstructed by rapids. Com- 
merce at Para has developed enormously 
within the past few years; the custom 
house is overwhelmed with work and there 
are not at present enough stores to receive 
the goods as they arrive, although large 
additions have recently been made. Both 
lines of steamships running between Para 
and New York are increasing the number 
of their ships, as they are entirely unable 
to carry the heavy freight billed for this 
section of the country. A short time ago 
the two lines made one trip each month; 
later a bi-monthly service was establish- 
ed; now three trips are made.

Consul Skinner writes from Marseilles, 
November 8, 1898, that Dr. Calmette, of thé 
Pasteur institute at Lille, has discovered 
an anti-venomous serum by means of which 
the poisoning from snake bites can always 
be checked and death prevented if the se- 
rum be injected within four fhhours after the 
person has been bitten.

Tallahassee was selected as the seat of 
government for Florida in 1823, soon after 
the terrifry was purchased from Spain. 
The place is about midway between Jack- 
sonville and Pensacola, and at that time it 
was the geographical Genter of all that pot 
tion of the state which had any population 
outside of Indians. The peninsula was then 
a wilderness and had extremely little voice. 
in the selection. Middle and west Florida 
possessed the greater portion of the wealth 
and population of the state, and the selec- 
tion of Tallahassee as the capital gave very 
general satisfaction. The location is one of 
the highest and healthiest in the state and 
the section one of the richest for agriculural 
purposes in the south. For thirty years no 
Suggestion was made looking to a change 
of the seat of government; but in 1852, a res- 
olution for this purpese was introduced in 
the general assembly—and defeated. This 
first defeat was so overwhelming’ and the 
people were thereafter confronted for a 
number of years with other matters of so 
mruch greater importance that the question, 
though never dead and always talked about, 
did not assume any considerable prominence 
again uniil about ten years ago. Meanwhile, 
the peninsular portion of the state—south 
Florida—was steadily and rapidly growing 
in we population and political im- 
portance. Many of the new settlers had bus- 
iness with the state land office, and they 
found the distance to Taitlaha often 490 
or SW miles—an almost intolerable distance 
to travel. Lawyers with business before the 
supreme court and the departments had a 
like complaint. Politicians in the discom- 
moded sections saw their opportunity, and 
have been fanning life into the issue with 
constantly renewing vigor.

Company's Bill for Injunctien, 


SURPRISING CHARGES MADE 


: AE TS Chimed Consolidated’ Ownership 
of Various Lines Is Illegal 


WILL CARRY FIGHT 18 BITTER END 


Traction Lawyers Say They Will Give 
Consolidated the Hardest Fight 
in Its History—Claims on 
Which Defendant Will 
Base Its Case. 


attorneys for the At- 
lanta Railway Company, have made 
BOme sensational allegations in their 
response to the bill for injunction filed in 
the United States court by the Old Colony 
frust Company, of Boston, seeking to pre- 
vent the condemnation of the Consolidated 
tracks on Mitchell street by the Atlanta 
Traction Company for the completion of its 
bew cross-town system. 

The response aims at the very foundation 
bf the Consolidated, asserting that its own- 
ership of the various lines in the city of 
Atlanta constituting the corporation, is en- 
tirely illegal. It is charged that the sev- 
tral lines now constituting the Consolidated 
were expressly forbidden by their charters 
to enter into any contract which would 
flefeat or lessen competition in their re- 
tpective businesses, or create monopoly; 
that by the constitution of the state of 
Georgia it is expressly provided that the 
general assembly shail have no power to 
authorize any corporation to make any con- 
tract or agreement with any other corpora- 
tion within this state or elsewhere that 
may have the effect, or be intended to have 
the effect, to defeat or lessen competition 
in their respective businesses or to encour- 
age monopoly, and that all such contracts 
hnd agreements shall be null and void, 

The response alleges that tne purchase 
of all these roads by the Consolidated was 
for the purpose, and has resulted in the 
establishment of a corporation and the di- 
minishing of competition. The response 
further asserts that the act under which 
the Consolidated effected its incorporation 
contains the following provision, which is 
a part of its charter: 

“That no railroad shall purchase a com- 
peting line of railroad or enter into any 
tontract with a competing line of railroad 
calculated to defeat or lessen competition 
th this state.’’ 

The response further charges that at the 
time the Consolidated was incorporated the 
statutes of the state under which the com- 
pany purported to be incorporated did not 
authorize or embrace within their terms 
the incorporation of street or suburban 
railroads, as was thereafter expressly de- 
cided by the supreme court, and that the

without authority of law, and therefore 


null and void. 
Must Have Clean Board. 


This showing is made by the Traction at- 
torneys on the ground that no corporation, 
concern or individual has the right to seek 
justice in a court of equity when the plain- 
tiff has not a clean record. This is a recog- 
hized principal of law, and the defendant 
attorneys will ask Judge Newman to re- 
fuse to hear the bill for injunction present- 
ed by the Old Colony Trust Company. 

This showing of alleged illegal ownership 
is not the only showing made in the re- 
sponse. The following declarations are 


made: 

1. That the Old Colony Trust Com- 
pany has no interest in the condemna- 
tion proceedings that authorizes it to 
sue. 

2. That it is a collusive suit. between 
the Consoiidated and the trust company 
- give the United States court jurisdic- 
tion. 

$3. That the allegation of the bill for 
injunction to the effect the city has no 
power to authorize such condemnation 
proceedings, is false. 

4. That the grant to the Consolidated 
on Mitchell street was made with the 
express reservation of this right by the 


city. 

5. That the use of the Consolidated 
tracks on Mitchel] street will not dam- 
age or interfere with the operation of 
the Consolidated. 

6. That the same plan is being worked 
successfully elsewhere, and in Atlanta, 
the Chattahoochee River road is now 
using the tracks of the Consolidated on 
Marietta street near Jones avenue. 

7. That the officials of the Atlanta 
Railway line made strenuous efforts to 
settle the matter amicably, and that 
the Consolidated refused to enter any 
such agreement.

between the trust company and the Con- 
eolidated, the attorneys for the Traction 
have mentioned the fact that the bill for 
injunction is signed and sworn to by H. *L. 
Woodruff, of Atlanta, as the representative 
of the trust company. Mr, Woodruff, it is

{dated Street Railway Company.

When geen yesterday af- 
ternoon, Mr. Spalding made the following 
statement: 

The filing of this injunction was no 
surprise to me, and I say frankly we 
are going to fight this thing to the very 
last, even if we have to go to the high- 
est court in the United States. We tried 
to settle this matter amicably. They 
refused to listen to our overtures. They 
went to the courts, and now they must 
look to their laurels. I have not the 
slightest doubt but that we will win, 
and we are going to give the Consoli- 
dated the hardest fight of its life. 

The part of the response relating to the 
alleged illegal ownership of the various 
lines by the Consolidated is quoted in full 
as follows: 

“An Alleged Corporation.” 


‘For further response to the order to 
show cause in this case, the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company shows that the Atlanta Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company is an 
alleged corporation purporting to have 
been incorporated under the general laws 
of the state of Georgia for the incorpora- 
tion of street railroad companies on the 
16th day of May, 1891, with authority to 
construct, maintain and operate a system 
of street and suburban railroads for pub- 
lic use in the conveyance of persons and 
property in the counties of Fulton, DeKalb 
and Cobb, in the state of Georgia, extend- 
ing through and over various streets in 
the city of Atlanta, in the town oj Decatur 
and in the town of West End and else- 
wihere, as stated in said application and in 
its certificate of incorporation. 

‘‘Respondent shows that at the time said 
company was so incorporated that the stat- 
utes of the state of Georgia under whicn 
the same purported to be incorporated did 
not authorize nor embrace within their 
terms the incorporation of street or subur- 
ban railroads as was thereafter expressly 
decided by the supreme court of the state 
of Georgia construing said statutes, and 


that the attempt to so incorporate the said | 


Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany was without authority of law, null 
and void. 

‘Respondent shows that at the time of 
said pretended ‘incorporation there exist- 
ed in the county of Fulton the follow- 
ing street car companies, owning and op- 
erating railroads, to-wit: The Atlanta 
Street Railroad Company, the West End 
and Atlanta Street Railway Company, the 
Gate City Street Railroad Company, the 
Metropolitan Street Railroad Company, the 
Fulton County Street Railroad Company 
and the Atlanta and Edgewood Street Rail- 
road Company; that the charters of each 
of said railroads had either been granted 
subsequent to the adoption of the constitu- 
tion of the state of Georgia of 1877, or had 
been amended subsequent to the adoption 
of said constitution by the legislature of 
Georgia, and that the same were therefore 
subject to all of the provisions, stipula- 
tions and restrictions stated and imposed 
in said Constitution of the state of Geor- 
gia.

In Reference to Competition. 
“Respondent shows that said pretended 
incorporation of the said Atlanta Consoll- 
dated Street Railway Company having 
been attempied as aforesaid, that after- 
wards, te-wit, on the sist day of August, 
1891, an act was passed by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia to ratify 
and confirm the incorporation of street and 
suburban railroad companies under the 
general law for the incorporation of rail- 
roads and to regulate the same. Said act 
provided that all charters theretofore 
granted by the secretary of state to street

“To Perpetuate Monopoly.” 

“Respondent avers, upon the facts afore- 
Said, that the suid attempted acquisition 
of title to the said properties so attempted 
to be acquired by the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company, were illegal, in 
violation ‘of its charter, an@ of the consti- 
tution an@ laws of the state of Georgia 
and were ultra vires of said corporation. 
That the basis of the right claimed by the 
Old Coloney Trust Company springs out of 
and is part and parcel of said illegal, ultra 
vires and vicious scheme and undertaking 
of said Atlanta Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company. That the Atlanta Consom. 
dated Street Railway Company having thus 
acquired an illegal and ultra vires monopoly 
in defiance of its charter and of the con- 
Stitution and laws of the state ef Georgia, 
As now endeavoring, through the said Old 
Colony Trust Company, to perpetuate its 
scheme of monopoly and to throttle and 
defeat legitimate competition by prevent- 
ing the ‘building of the lines of railway pro- 
posed by this respondent and it is attempt- 
ing to abuse the process of this court for 
that purpose. That neither it nor the said 
Old Colony Trust Company come into this 
court with clean hands, an@ that the said 
court will not afford to them equitable 
relief to enforce alleged property rights 
acquired in violation of the charter of the 
said railway company and of the constitu- 
tion and laws of the state of Georgia.’’

If 
the merchants of Atlanta are willing to 
subscribe the money and arrange for the 
Visitation of pedple from the surround- 
ing country, it is only right that they 
should do so, and I am very strongly 
of the opinion that the merchants would 
take a deep interest in this matter and 
feel disposed to give liberal support to 
such a movement. 

Of course \the Peace Jubilee was held 
too late in the vear to be of much ben- 
efit to our merchants, but a celebration 
Or function of some character that 
would bring tremendous crowds to At- 
lanta, say in October of each year, 
would very greatly benefit our mer- 
chants, and, I am sure they would give 
it liberal support. Ouf sub-cornmittees., 
when canvassing for subscriptions to 
the Jubilee fund, were often met with 
the proposition that a liberal sub- 
scription would be made if the celebra- 
tion was held earlier, but that our mer- 
chants had practically all the trade they 
could wait upon from the middle of De- 
cember until after the holidays.

Conyers, says the police authorities, has 
furnished the latest example of “‘pure cuss- 
edness,”’ and Atlanta will this morning give 
the Georgia town an opportunity to redeem 
itself. Andrew Minter, oftener called Andy 
Minter, is the bone of contention between 
Conyers and Atlanta, but the fight this 
time is over the fact that the police au- 
thorities of neither place desire the pres- 
ence of Andy. 

According to what is said in this city, 
Andy belongs rightfully to Conyers. He ts 
a citizen of that place, although not a very 
desirable one. It is at Conyers that Andy 
has owned no home for many years and the 
police authorities of Atlanta say that it is 
nothing more norless that “pure cussed- 
ness” that caused the police authorities of 
Conyers to endeavor to transplant Andy’s 
citizenshin to Atlanta. 

Andy Minter is a negro man about forty 
years of age. He is crazy, or nearly so, 
and has no occupation. His chief business 
is to dance, and it must be admitted, in 
just:ce to the negro, that he dances well. 
There is no terpsichorean lightness in the 
movements of Andy’s feet when he dances. 


It is solid, heavy, substantial dancing that 
he does—dancing that causes tfie rafters 
to rattle and the floor to tremble. There is 
no record that Audy knows either the waltz 
or the two-steg; but In the pigeon-wing, 
double shuffle, buzzard lope and Sunday 
walk he excels. He can give points to men 
of twice his age and double his experience. 

Last week the residents of Conyers be- 
came tired of Andy and his buck dancing. 
Every one in Conyers had seen Andy dance. 
The novelty had worn off. It was decided 
to get rid of him. Friday he arrived in 
Atlanta and was caught dancing on the 
sidewalks of Decatur street. Sam Shepard 
told him to stop. Andy’s feet only flew 
faster. Andy spent the night in the police 
barracks, told how he had chanced in At- 
lanta and early Saturday he was shipped, 
in care of the conductor, back to Conyers.

Obsequies Occurred from First Baptist 
Church Yesterday Morning. 


WERE SIMPLE, BUT IMPRESSIVE 


Dr. Landrum, Dr. McDonald and Rev. 
Jameson Conducted the Services. 
Dr. Landrum’s Remarks. 


The body of Jonathan Norcross was 
buried yesterday with simple, but impres- 
sive ceremonies, 

The funeral took place at 11 o’clock from 
the First Baptist church, Rev. W. W. Lan- 
drum, Rev. Henry McDonald and Rev. 38. 
Y. Jameson officiating. 

The white casket that contained the re- 
mains rested across the center aisle of the 
church, and upon it were two floral 
wreaths, placed there by the Pioneer Citi- 
zens’ Society. 

The music was rendered by a choir con- 
sisting of Mrs. Dow, Miss Baker, Mr. 
Davies and Mr. Wolfsohn, under the direc- 
tion of Professor O’Donnelly. 

Dr. Landrum preached the funeral ser- 
mon. He chose as his text the words: 
“Thou shalt come to thy grave in a full 
age like as a shock of corn cometh in his 
season.” He said the deceased had been 
a remarkable man—a monumental figure. 
He was a landmark, a seer, a sage, an old 
man efoquent, a positive and pronounced 
personality. His death had come from no 
disease. It was due to the wearing out 
of the physical mechanism, the burning out 
of the lamp, the ebbing of the tide of life 
into the ocean of eternity. He had simply 
laid down as one whose day's work was 
over, and sunk into ‘sleep. 

Mr. Norcross was unusually endowed, 
said Dr. Landrum. He was strong in mind 
and body. He was versatile—he was qual- 
ified.to meet many requirements. By turns 
he had been mechanic, teacher, merchant, 
manufacturer, civic officer. He was a think- 
er, a reader, a student of the great ques- 
tions that agitated his countrymen. There 
was no topic of public interest winich he 
did not reflect wpon and reach a conclu- 
sion. And wnen his plans were formed, 
they were fixed. His moral character was 
made up of truth, justice, candor and cour-

‘In the reports of the presidential progress 
through the south one incident alone 
happened to mar the happy revels. 
it is not more serious is due to the 
law of inertia d fixity of matter and the 
high consideration of a southern trolley 
ear fora noriliern general. It appears that 
General Shafter was run into by a car in 
Atinta—or, perhaps, net to strain the pos- 
sible construction that can placed upon 
the affair, let us one of the cities 
visited by the president and his pariy.

It Wants thé Southern Railway To 
Move Its General Offices There. 
SOUTHERN WISHES A LEASE 


Is Anxious To Extend Its Control of 
the Cincinnati Southern. 


WOULD PAY $1,000,000 A YEAR FOR IT 


Business Men of Cincinnati Suggest 
‘That Removal of Headquarters 
Be Named as Condition. 


The city of Cincinnati would like to have 
the general offices of the Southern railway. 
President Samuel Spencer had a confer- 
ence a few weeks ago with the trustees of 
the Cincinnati Southern railroad in regard 
to making a new lease of that property. It 


rental of $1,000,000 a year and 10 per cent of 
all gross earnings above $4,500,000. 


$4,700,000 gross. On that basis the rental 
would amount to $1,020,000. 

Now some of the»business men of Cincin- 
nati suggest that it would be a good thing 
for the trustees to require the Southern 
railway, in addition to paying the rental, 
to remove its general offices from Wash- 
ington to their city. It is said they think 
that if they had the system’s headquarters 
in Cincinnati they would get lower rates 
than they now enjoy. 

The rental proposed would pay the in- 
terest on Cincinnati’s public debt. The 
money offered by the Southern as rental is 
considered a fine price for the property and 
there would -be no large surplus left for the 
lessee. Of course the Cincinnati Southern 
is a valuable feeder and in that Way the 
Southern railway would be enabied to make 
something out of the road even at the price 
proposed. 

Cincinnati wants $2,500,000 spent for term!- 
nals there and the interest on that amount 
— add considerably to cost of the prop- 
erty. 

Washington is named as headquarters in 
the Southern’s charter and the proposition 
to move the general offices is out of the 
question. Besides if they were to be moved 
anywhere Atlanta would be the natura! lo- 
cation. Richmond would like to have them, 
but Atlanta, by reason of being in the mid- 
dle of the system, is the natural point. 
This city was favored by some of the gen- 
era} officers, but the laws of Georgia were 
considered unfavorable and headquarters 
were never moved back here after they 
were driven off in 1891. 


BANK PRESIDENTS ESCAPE. 


They and the Railroad Presidents Are 
Omitted from the Tax Act. 

After all the agmtation the bank and rail- 
road presidents will escape the specific tax 
of $10 a year. 

Through a mistake, presumably an in- 
nocent one, these presidents were omitted 
from the tax act. 

Presidents of telegraph, telephone, elec- 
tric light, sleeping car companies and bulild- 
ing and loan associations were all enumer- 
ated in the tax bill and so were the presi- 
dents of ‘banks and railroads in the original 
bill as it was presented in the house. 

The bill was printed and when it went to 
the senate an amendment was proposed to 
insert pharmacists in the same section. 
The author of the amendment or the 
clerk who drew the amendment wrote out 
a new paragraph entire, and in writing it 
to present as an amendment the railroad 
and bank presidents were omitted. 

The section as it was passed reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Upon every practitioner of law, medi- 
cine, pharmacy or dentistry, upon every ar- 
chitect charging for their services as such, 
upon every civil, mechanical and electrical 
engineer, and upon the presidents of cach 
of the express, telegraph, steamboat, tele- 
Phone, electric light, sleeping and palace 
car companies, building and loan associa- 
tions and gas companies doing business in 
this state, and in case the presidents of 
such companies do not reside in this state, 
then, in such case, upon the superintendent 
or general agent, or person in charge of the 
business of such companies who may reside 
in this state, $10, and no municipal corpora- 
tion or county authorities shall levy any 
additional tax on said professions, either 
as a license fee or otherwise.” 

There are 171 bank presidents in the state 
and about twenty-five railroad presidents or 
representatives of railroad presidents. So 
the Joss in revenue to the state by the omis- 
sion of these two or three words will cost 
the state about $2,000. 

This tax was especially recommended by 
the State treasurer in his annual report. 
When an attempt was made to collect the 
tax after the Blalock investigating commit- 
tee called attention to it, it was resisted and

Georgia Will Pay Out $400,000 This 
) Week for Salaries. 


GEORGIA AS SANTA CLAUS 


He Will Have To Hurry To Get 
Around by Saturday. 


PROF, GLENN SAYS IT 1S NOT HIS. FAULT 


He States That He Urgei Treasurer 
Speer Ten Days Ago To Let Him 
Have the Money. 


_--— 


The public school teachers of the state 
will get a $400,000 Christmas present, and it 
will be a welcome remembrance to them. 

Professor Glenn, the state schoo] commis- 
sioner, was at work yesterday getting off 
the checks to the county superintendents of 
education. There are 137 of these and in ad- 
dition about forty checks are sent to schools 
which participate in the general school 
fund. 

The teachers have been anxious to get 
their money, which was due them the first 
of the present month, State Treasurer Speer 
did not have the money in the treasury un- 
til December 10th, but as soon as the fund 
was there, Commissioner Glenn asked for 
the checks. He says that the state treasurer 
put him off, saying*he was too busy to 
make out the checks. 

For the past ten days the commissioner of 
education has been hot on the trail of the 
state treasurer and yesterday he got the 
treasurer’s check book and wrote out the 
187 checks himself. 

Professor Glenn has been getting letters 
from all over the state asking him to hurry 
up the pay for the teachers. Many of the 
8,300 teachers discount their salary with 
merchants, business men and farmers. They 
have been writing that they had depended 
on getting back the money which they had 
advanced to the teachers for the payment 
of their taxes. 

Of the $400,000 which the state will pay 
out to the teachers today, $300,000 will come 
back at once into the treasury as taxes. 

But the tax collectors closed their books 
on Monday, December 19th, and now the 
delinquents will have to pay the fi. fa. 

“The tenor of nearly all the letters I have 
received for the past ten days,”’ said Profes- 
sor Glenn yesterday, ‘‘was: ‘I am depending 
on the teachers’ pay to pay my state taxes.’ 
My department is not responsible for the 
delay in getting off the dhecks. I have urged 
the state treasurer ever since Decmbr 10th 
to let me have the mony so that I could 
send it out over the state. I told him that 
he was keeping 8,300 teachers waiting for 
their pay which they had earned by hare 
work and to which they were justly enti- 
tled. He was also keeping many other 
people waiting because the teachers owe 
their board and small bills to the mer- 
chants. Some of them had discounted their 
salary and the purchasers were waiting for 
the state money so that they could pay 
their taxes. Now they will have to pay the 
fi. fas. I got the treasurer’s check book 
today and wrote out the checks and they 
will go off tonight and tomorrow. I am 
anxiows for the teachers to get their money 
before Christmas. It would be a dull Christ- 
mas for many of them, I fear, if their salary 
did not reach them by Saturday.” 
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HERD TURNED HER BUGGY OVER. 


Laundry Wagon Runs Into a Buggy 
and Driver Faces Recorder. 

F. H,. Herd, a young man who drives a 
wagon for one of the laundries of the city, 
was..arraigned in Judge Calhoun’s court 
yesterday afternoon on the charge of reck- 
less driving. The charge .was preferred by 
ex-Policeman Patterson, who claims that 
Herd intentionally ran into a buggy in 
which his wife was driving on Whitehall 
street Monday morning, with the result 
that Mrs. Patterson was thrown out of 
the vehicle and injured. 

Mrs. Patterson, who appeared {fn court 
with her bruised arm bandaged, swore that 
her buggy was backed up against the side- 
walk on Whitehall street near Hunter 
street and that as Herd came down the 
street he called to her to look out, but made 
no effort to stop his wagon.
